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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because of the followings: 

a. Hand written labeling the elements and reference numerals of figures 2, 4, 
5, 6, 7a, 7b, 8a, and 9-17; 

b. Labels "Fig. 3" and "Fig. 15" need to be deleted from page 3 and page 16, 
respectively, of the drawings; 

c. ' The fonts used for labeling in figures 4-9 and 12-17 are too small that 
make some of the labels are illegible. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 21 (d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not 
be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate 
figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the 
brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of its length and the use of 
legal phraseology. Moreover, "(Figure 4)" located at the end of the abstract needs to be 
deleted from the abstract page. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc.

Guo (US 5,400,370) are cited because they are pertinent to the clock and data 
recovery system. However, none of the cited references teaches or suggests a 
feed forward clock and data recovery unit for recovering a received serial data bit 
stream having, in combination, the arrangements of a feed forward phase 
tracking means comprising the elements (a1) - (a7) and a data recognition 
means comprising elements (b1) - (b3) as recited in claim 1 and its dependent 
claims 2-34 and the similar elements as recited in claim 35 and the 
corresponding steps as recited in the method claim 36.
